Prose—Bacon, Sir Thomas Browne, Milton, Cowley, Bunyan, Dryden, Swift, Defoe, 
Addison, Johnson, Burke, Scott, Macaulay (Essays and Biographies).  * 

A minute knowledge of the works of these authors will not be looked for in this 
part of the Examination, which will, however, test how far the Candidates have studied 
the chief productions of the greatest English writers in themselves, and are acquainted 
with the leading characteristics of their thought and style, and with the place which each 
of them occupies in the history of English literature.

No. 220.—The following Rules for Quarantine against cholera, which have beat aneels the 
Bombay Government in exercise of the powet conferred by Section I, Act” 1 of 1870, with the 
previous sanction of the Governor General in Council, are published for general information, — 


* The Rules have effect from the 10th October 1893, as a temporary measure, in the ports of 
Aden, Perim, and the Somdli Coast : Ks F 
L—The Commander of every vessel, including buggalows or other native craft, arriving 
from all ports on the Arabian Coast of the Red Sea shall, before ‘entering the — 
harbour, indicate by signal the port from which such vessel has come. ney 


1.—Such Commander shall not, except as hereinafter provided, allow any communication, 
either with the pilot boat, except orally, or with the shore, or with any other 
vessel or boat in the harbour. ra Wey 

1.—Immediately on arrival the Commander shall cause the letter R of the Commercial 
Signal Code to be hoisted, and shall keep the said flag flying during his stay in 
port or until authorized by the Health Officer to haul it down. If communica- 
tion with the shore is not desired, the vessel shall anchor at such place as may 
be pointed out by the Port authorities, having regard to the season of the year. 
If communication with the shore is desired, the Health Officer shall go along- 
side the vessel, and, after all necessary enquiries, shall direct the Commander to 
take the vessel to the quarantine anchorage duly appointed and notified in that 
behalf by the Resident, there to remain for a period of seven days from the date 
of arrival or for the shorter period‘prescribed in Rule IV, and undergo disinfec- 
tion, which should app'y as well to crew, passengers, effects, and susceptible 
goods.
